When will the exciting caniei that 


have taken pogaeaiion of tbe world 
cease to trouble? Unrert ii tbe rule 
that 
governi 
everywhere. 
Oan»e» 


which have been oultalnating for years 
•re beginning to produce afleoti that 
may become more serious In the fatnre 
than they seem to be disturbing now. 
The all-absorbing question of money 
getting that has taken possession of 
tbe race and is driving it mad, may 
close in a drama of carnage and blood 
that will deluge tbe world in tears. It 
should be the hope of Christendom 
that SQoh a result may be evaded by 
tbe better judgment and caution of 
those who have in tbeir care the direc- 
tion ot national affairs. 


Will they be eqnal to the task there 


ii upon them? It is to be feared they 
will not be able to meet tbe demands 
for forbearance lhat will bo required 
tognide the ships of state to a safe 
and eecure haven. It baa the appear- 
ance of a coming storm that may take 
tbe dimensions of a cyclone, that will 
cause destruction and ruin In it* wake 
in the form of broken fortunes, disap- 
pointed ambition, changed maps of 
the world's snrfac?, destrnction ot 
prestige and losi of power, while Hi 
pathway may be strewn with the dead 
and dying who wear tbe uniforms of 
the powerful nations ot tbe earth. 


China U a boiling caldron full of 


causes sufficient to bring desolation to 
a 
hundred 
thousand 
homes, and 


it may be more before tbe heathen 
is finally disposed of to bia future ad- 
vantage and to tbe up-building of a 
Christian world. There will be no 
retrograde movement as a whole, as 
that would be against the ordar of 
thing*, but tbe struggle may be BO 
severe that the advantage gained to 
civilization may not make an appear- 
ance In foroe for many years to come. 


Should it be the plan of Russia to 


take for its use a large part of China, 
wbioh seems foreshadowed by Its ag- 
gressive action at this time to be its 
intention, the forbearance of other 
powers may net be sufficient for tbe 
purpose of the bear, and the dog* ot 
war may'be turned loosaj npou its trail 
nntil it is brought to buy, whioh will 
bring contention In war of no mean 
order. 


Should Russia become too avaricious 


and take a large share of China, tbe 
United States may not be without 
cause for a quarrel of its own with 
that power. The treaty rights ot the 
United Stiles are snob that they will 
not be permitted to be set aside by the 
bear of tde north without a protest. 
What the nature of tbe protest may be 
tbe action of Basil* will determine. 
Should it be war, there will be all the 
trouble in it we can care for in tbe 
near future, but whatever it may be 
tbe patriotism of the people will be 
itifficisut for the purpose, unless it is 
likely to bring to them an additional 
outflow of imperialism in tbe form ot 
gold and glory, in wbioh event tbera 
are no treaty rights that will compen- 
sate for a loss ot rights wbioh include 
liberty nod the repnblio In tbe loss. 


There are no treaty rights stored in 


the arohleves of the country that ess 
have the weight of a feather against 
the liberty and rights of tbe people, 
and the preservation of tbe repnblio 
is one of those rights whioh is above 
pries. The United States has treaty 
rights ot a commercial nature 
with 


China that are becoming more valuable 
each year by a continued increase ol 
trade with that country, wbioh Russia 
will not tako away at its mere good 
pleasure. 
These commercial right • 


extend to tbe whole of China and aro 
of a valne presnt and fatnre that will 
not admit of any honorable surrender 
at the will of Russia or any other 
power. 


The two countries have been on tbe 


most friendly terms for year*, and It 
would be a proceeding very much to 
be regetted should it become necessary 
to maintain our rights by force. Every 
mean;, should occasion corns to pro- 
test, will be exhausted it it to be hoped 
before force 
will 
be entertained. 


Thrre could not arise cny occasion 
for trouble between tbe countries ex- 
'cept in tbe event of a dismemberment 
of the Empire and an appropriation by 
Russia ot a part of Chinese territory 
sufficient to affect our trade relations. 


The etupid determination of tbe 


Empress Dowager sustained by tbe 
ignorance and superstition of her peo- 
ple called Boxer*, is giving an oppor- 
tunity that is sought by tba powers 
to dismember the Empire. Should 
dismemberment be agreed npon 
be- 


tween them. Should it be arranged by 
European powers to devide tbe Em- 
pire, the United Statef, strong as it Is

Such being true it would place tbe 
matter In a take and bold condition, 
whioh would most certainly cause war 
between the nations engaged in tbe 
work of appropriation. Should war 
arise upon a disagreement about ter- 
ritory, our relation will to bands off 
while the nations engaged ' in a grand 
fight to a finish, which will require 
time should Germany remain neutral.

Tbe First Great Improvement Mnde 


In Rcpcnllntf Pictoln. 


In this day of Improved 'firearms toe 


fact that the Urst groat improvement 
made In repeating pistols by Colonel 
Samuel Colt was patented lu the day 
of our grandfathers Is seldom recalled. 
It was Colonel Colt, then of New York. 
to whom was granted tlie patent, Feb. 
25, 183G. The original petition in tho 
case was destroyed hy the lire in De- 
ember following. The letters patent 
were returned when application wai< 
made for tlie reissue, Sept. 1, 1848. The 
jriginal letters are signed by Andrew 
lacUson, president; John Forsyth, sec 
•etary of state, aud Benjamin IT. But 
er, attorney general. 
After describing Uia Invention Colo 


nel Colt claims as new "the appllcatloi 
of caps at the end of the cylinder, the 
application of a partition between the 
caps, the application of a shoulder ovtfr 
;he caps as a security against moisture 
and the action of smoke upon the 
works of the locks, the principle of the 
connecting rod between the hammer 
nnd the trigger, the application of the 
shackle to connect the cylinder with 
;he ratchet," etc. 


There had been a revolver patented 


about 20 years before by one Collin; 
but until Colt's Invention little head- 
way was made. Indeed It was not un- 
til Colt's Invention had been given a 
trial by Major Sam WalUer-and his 
Texas rangers that It gained popular- 
ity and was regarded as a success. 
About the time Colonel Colt was ap- 
plying for n reissue. In 1848, Mr. Wes- 
son had filed an application for n re- 
peating firearm, by which the Smith & 
Wesson pistol of today Is represented.
